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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments filed on 11/13/08 are have 
been consider, but they are not put the application on allowable condition. 

Applicant arguments mainly is that "Loui does not teach or suggest performing a layout processing of the image data in the same order as it 
has been sequentially obtained". 

Examiner disagrees and points out the definition for "event" as defined by dictionary.com is "something that occurs in a certain place during 
a particular interval of time" 

Examiner refers the applicant to the passage on paragraph 0024 "The event clustering algorithm segments pictures into events and sub - 
events, based on two sets of information: date and time of picture capture, and content similarity between pictures. If capture date and time 
are not available, such as is the case with 35 mm film, then the system uses the date the film was developed or, if that is not available, the 
date the developed pictures were digitized, if that information is available. This has the effect of grouping the pictures by film roll, which 
often is a useful approximation. If the user explicitly annotates a picture with a date and time, then that information will override any of the 
above date and time data. If date and time information is still not available, the algorithm will default to rely on image content information. 
(In the latter case, the whole set of images will default to an " event".) 

Examiner points out that the each event layout would be sequentially obtained based on image's captured, date and time, One picture after 
another, and if there is not date or time then the whole images are being layout as on event, meaning that the pictures would be layout by 
default which makes it a sequential layout. 

Applicant also questions the cited passage of Ishiguro for disclosing "Ishiguro does not teach or suggest automatically selecting from 
among the plurality of predetermined sizes of sheets a minimum size of sheet capable of recording the whole images" 
Examiner disagrees and maintains the give rejection with the given passage as it clearly discloses the limitation.
